Farewelled 


Many lending members of’ the 
Indinn community were present at 
the Gloucester Hotel yesterday when 
a tea party was given by Mr. K. B. 
Vaidya in honour of Mr. Amritlal 
D. Seth, Indinn shipowner. who 1s 
leaving for India’ shortly. 


Mr. Vaidya sold that Mr. Seth had 
been in Hongkong for about 18 
months. and during that time, had 
endeared himself to the local Indian 
community.

Mr, Seth had also been a member 
of the Council in: Bombay, and was 
present ut the Second Round Table 
conference in London as one of 
India’s delegates.
